T hath ever been obſerved that, in great and 
1 populous places, the two different Extreams of 

Opulency and Penury do uſnally meet; ſome en- 
joying abundance to ſuperfluity, while others labour 
under want, to exceſs of miſery. That Statue which 
Nebuchadnezzar ſaw in his dream, might very fitly re- 
preſent not only Monarchies, but Cities; wherein the 
upper parts are ' of Silver and Gold, but the feet of 
miry Clay and Iron. And as, where the richeſt and 
moſt precious Mines are found ; there, the ground 
about them is moſt Barren and Hungry; ; Sa it is 
commonly ſeen that in thoſe very pl ices where the 
Veins of Wealth are opened, and pour their Stores 
into ſome Men's Boſoms, there likewiſe Want and 
Poverty do molt imperiouſly reign over a great par: 
of the Neighbourhood. 

WII diverſity of Mens conditions, as it may be 
rationally aſcribed to ſeveral cauſes, both natural, and 
moral ; ſo eſpecially to the Wiſdom of Divine Provi- 
dence, which brings both the Rich and the Poor to 
meet together, that both might be mutually benefit- 
ed: The Poor ſupplied by the Rich Man's Wealch, 
and the Rich helped by the Services and Prayers of the 
Poor. And happy is that City where this Inequality 
of Eſtate, is thus equally and piouſly managed; where 
private, or eſpecially public, Charity , the 
aged and be pleſs Poor; and the neceſſary Charity 
of ſevere laws, and a due Execution of them, 


128 others from being criminally poor. n 
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Tor want of a riet care, and 3 herein, 
hath filled many great Cities with troubleſome ſwarms 
of idle Vagrants z * whoſe impudent and importune 

Clamours,: are A aults rather. then Regueſts, and tend. 
not more to the Moleſtation, than to the Shame and Re- 
proach, of the Inhabitants; For whilſt, either a 
fooliſh and harmful commiſeration, or a ſupine ne- 
glect of this concern, hath in effect exauctorated the 
Laws. made againſt * this ſort of People hath 

been, as the Hiſtorian f. peaks of the A in Rome, 
always farbidd m, yet ftil-retained. 

Ir is not our Purpoſe: ta make Reflections upon 
others, nor yet to excuſe our ſelves, by pleading that 
this Euil is general. Poſſibly out own City is more 

infeſted than any other. We would willingly ſweep our 

_ own Streets from that Canailleof looſe and ſturdy Vaga- 

bonds, whoſe T ongues crymuch louder than their Wants. 
It hath doubtleſs been obſerved not only by ouy ſelves, 

but by others who have reſorted hither, how in every 

Corner they way- lay and invade Men's Charity. 

Hereupon have. inſued two grand Mi ſcbiefs, 
Tun one, that the Charity of well diſpoſed Perſons 
is hereby drained away from the proper Objects of it, 
whoſe real Wants are uſually accompanied with Hu- 

mility and Modefty ; and, hy an inevitable miſtake, 
the greateſt ſhare of it drops into the hands of a Rout, 
of lewd Wretches, who afterwards laugh at that pity, 
which, their Tones and Cantin2s have moved. 
Tus other, that Charity being thus frequently miſ- 


placed, hath at laſt grown weary of it's Miſtakes ;, 5 


and not well knowing how to diſtinguiſn between, 
thoſe to whom Bounty, and to whom Correction, 
would be proper Alms, hath utterly hardened it ſelf 
againſt all thoſe Shapes and Semblances of Miſery, 
which have ſo often abuſed it. 
Ix the year 1668, the right honourable the Earl of 
_ Offory, being then Lord Deputy of this Kingdom,and the 
Lords of his Majeſty's molt honourable Privy Council, 
taking into their ſerious Conſideration the great Incon- 
veniencies cauſed by ſuch diſſolute People, were pleaſed

Tuis Letter, being of. ſuch public Concern, Was, 
with the firſt Opportunity, communicated by the Then 
Lord Mayor to the Common Council of the Cit 
who unanimouſly reſolved to endeavour that full Sale | 
faction, and due Obedience might be "Mi to the 
whole Contents of it. Whereupon they ſtreight pro- 
ceeded to ifſuz out Orders againſt all vagrant and diſ- 

ſolute Beggers, and executed them upon, as many. of 
that note as could be deprehended. | 
Bur this eourſe not altogether obtaining it's deſired 
Effect, partly by reaſon of the huge numbers of indi- 
gent Perſons; and partly becauſe of the great Difficul- 
ty of diſcerning between the impotent and the impudent; 
the pretences of the latter being as plauſible, and their 
complaints as paſſionate, as the other; leſt therefore 
too much Lenuy ſhould be exerciſed towards thoſe, 
whoſe idleneſs ee Rigour, or too much Rigour 
eme thoſe, whoſe Wants required Pity and Relief; 
| $ judged the moſt rational and expedient Method, 
| i — a particular and exact Inquiry, to ſelect out ſuch 
as were fit Objects for Charity, that theſe being ſeparat - 
ed from the reſt, Magiſtrates might ſtrictly execute 
the Laws, without being accounted either unjuſt, or 
uncharitable. . 
Is purſuance hereof, it was by the free and general 
vote of all the ſaid Aſſembly enacted, that an Hoſpi- 
tal ſhould forthwith be endeavoured to be founded on 
Oxmantown Green, one of the moſt pleaſant, conve- 
nient, and healthful places belonging unto this City :
